A local official of the United States 
Steel Corporation, said today that 
improvements and big additions to 
plants 
costing 
many 
millions 
of 
dollars can be looked for within a 
short time. 
These improvements and 
additions are in addition to those 
that already have been announced 
from time to time in the past month 
or six weeks. 
South Chicago, Gary 
and other northern Indiana steel in­ 
dustry centers are to be particular­ 
ly affected by the booming of the 
trade. 
Tremendous orders—and not all of 
them by any means war orders—of 
course, are the cause of this unpre­ 
cedented scheme for enlarging steel 
plants. 
More open hearths are to 
be installed and some plants, it is 
said, will be w'holJv revamped and 
renovated. 
Besides the ru'-di of o r d e r s class­ 
ed in the war munitions line, mention 
is frequently and repeatedly made 
of enormous railroad supply orders 
that Russia has made or is to make 
in the near future in the further­ 
ance of that country’s vast scheme 
to open up more of its unlimited ter­ 
ritories with railroad lines.
